“Dear Sir: 


“We have been reading the articles in The Sword con- 
cerning socialism, etc., With great interest. As voters, we want 
to do what is right; but it is really hard sometimes for the 
little people to know the truth in these matters. Because of 
the respect that your readers have for you, as well as other 
men whose articles appear in The Sword, you can see where 
such opinions can have a lot of influence. We trust you 
honestly and prayerfully consider these matters, as we 
wouldn’t know of a better place to turn for guidance in these 


critical times. 


“We have never voted Republican and are therefore al- 
most afraid to do so, especially when the general opinion 
seems to be that a depression is bound to come with a 
Republican reign. Is it-not true that all owners of businesses 
are Republicans and the majority of working people, that 
is those who work for someone else, Democrats? If so, why 
is this? And couldn’t the Republicans be corrupt also? 

“IT hope we’re not imposing upon you to ask these ques- 
tions; and we do not require a personal reply, but will watch 
The Sword for further clarification of these matters. 


The Editor’s Answer 
August 27, 1952 


Dear Mrs. E 


Thank you for vour letter of 
July 25. You say, “We have never 
voted Republican and are’ there- 
fore almost afraid to do so, es- 
pecially when the general opinion 
seems to be that a depression is 
bound to come with a Republican 
reign. Is it not true that all own- 
ers of businesses are Republicans 
and the majority of working peo- 
ple, that is, those who work for 
someone else, Democrats? If so, 
why is this? And couldn’t the Re- 
publicans be corrupt also?’ 

I am glad to answer your ques- 
tions the best I can. 

1. The opinion that a depression is 
bound to come with a Republican 
administration has been. deliber- 
ately cultivated by Democrats who 
know better. Not one»well-educa- 
ted man out of ten believes-that a 
Republican administration would 
bring a depression. Those who 
charge that Hoover’s administra- 
tion brought the depression.did so 
as a deliberate lie to elect the Dem- 
ocrats to office. Intelligent. people 
who are well-informed now know 
that depressions have come many, 
many times in the past,:but they 
mever lasted long until Roosevelt 
tampered with God’s law of suppiy 
and demand. He encouraged peo- 
ple not to work unless they were 
paid union wages. He -encour- 
aged people to plow up their crops 
and not sell them for what they 
could get for them. So the great 
depression lasted longer than any 
of the panics or depressions we 
have had before. But not a.single 
well-educated person, I suppose, 
really believes that a Republican 
administration means a depression. 
That is talk given out to. deceive 
good people and get their votes. 
And it is a wicked way for people 
to do, don’t you think? .~/ 

2. No, it is not true_that-alHl own- 
ers of businesSes-are Republican. 
Down South nearly all the owners 
of businesses are Democrats, and 
there are only a few Republicans 
at all. In some states the majority 
of working people are Democrats, 
and in other states the majority 
are Republicans. For example, in 
your state of Ohio, Sendtor Taft 
received a big majority,’ and he 
could not have gotten that major- 
ity without the big per cent of 
laboring people voting for him. 

It is a sad thing that the Demo- 
crats have set out to put laboring 
people against property -.owners 
and owners of businesses..That is 
un-American and wicked. To set 
one class against another, ‘to raise 
hate of the Gentiles against the 
Jews, or of white people against the 
colored people, or of laboring peo- 
ple against management, is a wick- 
ed, un-Christian and un-American 
thing. But Democrats have worked 
at that deliberately in order. to 
keep votes where they can con- 
trol them. ah ce 
+. You ask, “Couldn’t the Republi- 
cans be corrupt also?” Yes, and 
some of them probably would be 
since they are human beings; but 
the Democratic Party itself:is con- 
trolled by certain corrupt elements 
that make it absolutely. ‘certain 
that corruption will control any

Democratic administration. No 
person can be elected a Democrat- 
ic President, for example, without 
the support of the underworld 
Pendergast machine in Kansas 
City which elected President Tru- 
man; without the support of the 
Tammany Hall in New York, lined 
up with underworld gangsters; and 
without support of the Democratic 
machine in Chicago. Besides that, 
the Democratic Party is now com- 
mitted to socialism, that is, to the 
taking away of private property 
from the hands of individuals and 
controlling it; taking away money 
from those who have earned it and 
using it to buy votes with. There- 
fore, corruption is inevitable be- 
cause the policies of the Demo- 
cratic Party bring it about neces-+ 
sarily. Of course, there will be 
temptation to do wrong by Repub- 
ligans and some Republicans will 
do wrong, if elected. But the poli- 
cies of the Republican Party do 
not necessarily favor corruption, 
as they do in the Democratic Par- 
ty. 

And the leadership in the Demo- 
cratic Party is not the same high- 
type leadership as the main lead- 
ers in the Republican Party. For 
example, Truman himself was ap- 
pointed to a judgeship by the in- 
fluence of the Pendergast machine, 
was elected to the Senate by the 
Pendergast machine; and he has 
consistently backed that under- 
world crowd since he has been in 
office, and voted with them in re- 
cent elections in Missouri. He went 
to the funeral of Tom Pendergast, 
the crook who went to prison for 
Stealing votes and- for other 
crimes. Dean Acheson, the Secre- 
tary of State, has been pro-com- 
munistic all along, and cannot be 
trusted. Alger Hiss, now in prison 
for perjury and because he stole 
secrets of the United States gov- 
ernment and sent them to Soviet 
Russia, was high in the party and 
the administration. Eisenhower, 
Taft, Governor Warren, Governor 
Dewey, and Stassen are far above 
these men in their integrity, and 
are so accepted everywhere. And 
there is no one man in the whole 
Democratic Party so weli-known 
for his uprightness of life and his 
unselfish patriotism as former 
President Hoover, a Republican. 

Yes, there may be some corrup- 
tion, in any administration we 
have; and we should be 6n our 
guard. But we should never elect 
any Pgesident who will go into 
power under obligation to the Pen- 
dergast machine, to Tammany 
Hall, to communistic labor leaders, 
and other people who are certain 
to bring corruption. 

I am glad to have your letter, 
and I hope these answers will help.

Should One Talk in Tongues 


to Edify Sel£?

A godly Pentecostal pastor whom we respect and love 
wrote the editor in a most kindly way about The Sword, 
which he. appreciates, and differed with our statement that 
one should not talk in tongues to edify one’s self. Some of 
his statements and my answer to them are given here. 


Dear Brother J—: 


I am grateful for your letter, 
and appreciate that you have tak- 
en a good deal of time to write 
out your understanding of the 
Scriptures concerning the tongues 
question. Thank you for your 
thoughtfulness and your interest 
in the matter. I am glad to an- 
swer your letter. 

For convenience, I will number 
the paragraphs answering some of 
the things you said in your letter. 


I. Bible Forbids Tongues Used 
fer Self Edification 


You say, “There were, however, 
two statements made in your re- 
cent article, which must be re- 
garded as unscriptural and mis- 
leading... 


“First, as to your statement 
which reads, ‘The Bible does not 
say anything about people talk- 
ing with tongues to ‘edify them- 
selves.’ You will find your an- 
swer in I Corinthians 14:4 which 
reads, ‘He that speaketh in an un- 
known tongue, EDIFIETH HIM- 
SELF.’ This truth is substantiated 
by I Corinthians 14:14, ‘For if I 
pray in an unknown tongue, MY 
SPIRIT PRAYETH’; and again in 
I Corinthians 14:17, ‘For thou 
verily GIVEST THANKS WELL’.” 

ANSWER: Perhaps I did not 
make myself clear. I should have 
said, “The Bible does not teach 
that one should talk in tongues 
to edify himself.” The Bible does 
tell about a case at Corinth where 
people talked in foreign lan- 
guages, and no one understood 
them; and thus, a man might feel 
blessed in his heart by testifying 
“jn a foreign language which no 
one understood. But the Bible does 
not advise that kind of talk, but 
rather forbids it. First Corinthians 
14:11 and 12 says very plainly, 
“Therefore if I know mot the 
meaning of the voice, I shall be 
unto him that speaketh a barbar- 
jan, and he that speaketh shall 
be a barbarian unto me. Even so 
ye, forasmuch as ye are zealous 
of spiritual gifts, seek that ye 
may excel to the edifying of the 
church.” Paul plainly rebukes peo- 
ple in the church at Corinth who 
speak in a foreign language which 
no one understands, and he for- 
bids them to so speak, unless there 
is one to interpret it so others 
may be edified. Not a word of en- 
couragement is given to anybody 
to talk in foreign languages t) 
edify himself. That is exactly 
what the Bible forbids, and no 
one should seek to have what the 
Bible forbids. 

But one should also remember 
that the case at Corinth was not 
a gift of tongues at all. The Bible 
does not call it that. These people 
whom Paul rebukes for doing 
wrong were not doing wrong by 
the power of God. God does not 
give people power to work mira- 
cles in sin contrary to the will 
of God. They were simply talk- 
ing foreign languages in the 
church, and showing off, and with- 
out benefit to the church; and 
Paul forbade it. Only when some- 
body could interpret the foreign 
Janguage was it to be used, then 
only one at a time, and two or 
three by a course in a service. So 
it is certainly a mistake to use 
I Corinthians 14:4, “He that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue 
edifieth himself; but he that pro- 
phesieth edifieth the church,” as 
if it endorsed any man’s speaking 
in a foreign language to edify 
himself. God does not commend 
that but rebukes it, in this very 
chapter. How much better when 
one prophesies, that is, when one 
speaks in the power of the Holy 
Spirit, so people can understand 
and so blesses_and edifies the 
church! 

That tongues heresy at Corinth 
ought not to be used as a model 
for Christians today. Paul rebuked 
it then by divine inspiration; and 
we should rebuke the same kind 
of thing now. So anybody who 
speaks in church, or prays in 


church, or gives thanks in church, 
ought to speak in a language 
which people can understand and 
so others will be edified. To talk 
a foreign language for one’s own 
happiness is wrong, forbidden in 
the Scriptures. 

And if one could talk in a lan- 
guage miraculously, then God 
would not have him violate the 
rules which He has written down 
in the Bible. You may be sure that 
God is as careful about giving the 
power to speak in a foreign lan- 
guage miraculously, as He re- 
quired Christians at Corinth to be 
about speaking naturally in for- 
eign languages. The Bible does 
not teach anywhere that Chris- 
tians should speak either miracu- 
lously as a gift of God, or natur- 
ally, in some foreign language, 
words that those hearing do not 
understand, doing it for their own 
“edification.” The Bible teaches 
the exact contrary; and Paul re- 
buked those who did such things 
at Corinth, speaking natufal lan- 
guages which they knew, but for- 
eign and unknown to the hearers. 


II. True Gift of Tongues to 
Preach to Sinners at 
Pentecost 

You say, “The second statement 
to which I call your attention 
reads, ‘I believe that there was a 


special miracle at Pentecost, 
Which is called the gift of 
tongues ...’” You will find, Mr. 


Rice, that according to the Scrip- 
ture, that what took place at 
Pentecost WAS NOT THE GIFT 
OF TONGUES as you stated. And 
herein lies the major difficulty 
with many not understanding the 
scriptural] position of the Pente- 
costal people.” 

ANSWER: Dear brother, I was 
not talking about the position of 
the Pentecostal people when I said 
that the special miracle at Pente- 
cost is called the gift of tongues. 
I believe that that is what the 
Bible calls the gift of tongues. I 
know that Pentecostal people do 
not think so. They think general- 
ly, as you do, that I Corinthians, 
chapter 14, speaks of the gift of 
tongues when I think it was a 
heresy that Paul strongly rebuked, 
and was not the gift of tongues at 
afl. 

But I do not see any reason why 
one would not accept it as the 
truth of God that at Pentecost we 
had a miraculous gift of tongues 
given to some of those 120 at least, 
and they spoke to people in some 
16 different nationalities, in their 
own tongue to which they were 
born. And among these people, 
many, many were saved, a total 
of 3,000 saved during the day. 


By vour taking for granted that 
what Paul was rebuking in I 
Corinthians 14 was a gift of 
tongues, you have been led into 
Serious errors, in my judgment. 


III. Paul Rebuked not a Super- 
natural Gift of Tongues At 
Corinth but A Tongues Heresy 
Using Foreign Language to 
Make an Impression 


You say, “According to I Cor- 
inthians 14:27 the use of the gift 
of tongues in public MUST BE 
LIMITED at most to three. On 
the day of Pentecost they ALL 
SPAKE with tongues (Acts 2:4, 
a Pas 

ANSWER: But the Bible does 
not even hint that those people 
at Corinth jabbering in foreign 
languages in the services when 
they were not understood, and 
when they sounded like barbarians 
and like mad people (verses 11 
and 23) had the gift of tongues. 
They did not have the gift of 
tongues. They were speaking for- 
eign languages in church, in a 
carnal way, which was doing 
harm; and Paul plainly forbade 
it. The Holy Spirit of God does 
not have to be told not to cause 


confusion in the church. When He

During the Fifth World Con- 
gress on Evangelism held in Bel- 
fast, Northern Ireland, the largest 
group ever to gather for religious 
meetings in the History of North- 
ern Ireland attended the meetings 
of the eight-day Congress spon- 
sored by Youth for Christ Inter- 


gives a gift, a miraculous gift, He 
will give it right; and it will be 
used right. They simpy talked for- 
eign languages, and they enjoyed 
it and were blessed—but nobody 
else was blessed, and Paul told 
them to stop it, unless they should 
have somebody to interpret, and 
then not to have more than two 
or three in one service, and that 
by course. That heresy rebuked 
in I Corinthians 14 was not the 
scriptural “gift of tongues.” So 
the gift of tongues was not limited 
to two or three. 

You properly say that the gift of 
tongues is not for everyone. First 
Corinthians 12:30 says, “Do all 
speak with tongues?” The obvious 
answer is that they certainly do 
not. We do not even know how 
many Christians spoke with 
tongues at Pentecost. It may have 
been the whole 120 mentioned in 
Acts 1:15. I do not know. But that 
would not be all of the saved 
people at Jerusalem, and certainly 
that would not be all the saved 
peope in the world. 

And when Paul says, “Do all 
speak with tongues?” in I Corinth- 
ians 12:30, he does not imply that 
when baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, everybody | will talk in 
tongues, but that with the gift of 
tongues, everybody will not talk 
in tongues. That is a human opin- 
ion—not taught in the Bible at 
all. In fact, the Bible nowhere, not 
in a single case, either states or 
intimates that every Christian will 
talk in tongues when baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, but that on- 
ly a few Christians will have the 
gift of tongues. That is a doctrine 
not found in the Bible, not even 
implied, in my humble judgment. 
First Corinthians 12:30, teaching 
that all do not talk in tongues, 
would mean what happened at 
Pentecost just the same as what 
happened at other places when 
people might talk in tongues. 
Paul did not say that “all do talk 
in tongues when they receive the 
Holy Ghost, but all do NOT talk 
in tongues as a gift.” And I think, 
dear brother, that you ought not 
to teach it either, since the Bible 
does not teach it. I understand 
well the Pentecostal doctrine on 
this question, but they are wrong 
to have a doctrine that they can- 
not prove by the Bible. 


IV. Other Miraculous Gifts At 
Pentecost as Well as Tongues 


You say that “none of the gifts 
of the Spirit were manifested at 
Pentecost because the ONLY EVI- 
DENCE to the baptism with the 
Holy Spirit manifested at Pente- 
cost was the SPEAKING WITH 
TONGUES. Why was ONLY THE 
SPEAKING WITH TONGUES 
MANIFESTED at Pentecost, 
while all the OTHER GIFTS of 
the Spirit were ignored?” 

ANSWER: You are wrong in 
several matters here, in my hum- 
ble judgment. First, the speaking 
in tongues was not given at all as 
an evidence of the baptism of the 
Holy Spirit. The Bible does not 
say so, and no one else has a right 
to say so when the Bible does not. 


And second, you are wrong in 
supposing that other gifts of the 
Spirit were not manifested at 
Pentecost. In I Corinthians 12:8- 
11, the Scripture names certain 
gifts of the Spirit, “the word of 
wisdom ... the word of know- 
ledge .. faith... gifts of healing

Troubles Returned Missionary 


Godly Woman Returning After Twelve Years in Lebanon 
and Argentina, Grieved Over Women’s Bobbed Hair, 
Use of Cosmetics and Dress. The Editor 
Comments, Giving Scripture 
Teaching

Dear Mrs. B: 

I am sure you must have been 
BOmewhat shocked to see worldli- 
ness among Christians in America, 
upon your return from the mission 
field. You are distressed, you say, 
because so many Bible-believing 
Christian women have bobbed 
hair, disregarding the Bible com- 
mand in I Corinthians 11:1-16, 
and you say that even fundamen- 
tal preaehers’ wives “do use such 
things as cosmetics, paint and 
powder; and do bob their hair...” 
You ask me to comment on Ro- 
mans 12:2; I John 2:15,16; and 
I Timothy 2:9. 


I. We Ought Not to Set 
Standards Which the Bible 
Does Not Set 


I think we should remember 
that the command, “Do not con- 
form to this world, but be ye 
transformed .. .” refers primarily 
to moral and spiritual issues. One 
should not be conformed to this 
present evil world, to put first 
what wicked men put first, and to 
Jove and follow the things which 
wicked men love and follow. But 
that does not mean that we should 
seek to be different in other mat- 
ters where there is no moral and 


spiritual principle involved. For 
example, if a lost man wears a 
White shirt, that does not mean 
that I ought to wear a black 
shirt, or no shirt. If a lost man 


that it is wrong for me to put on 
a tie. If a lost man drives a Chev- 
rolet car, that does not mean it 
would be wrong for me to drive 
a Chevrolet car. When no moral 
or spiritual principle is involved, 
it is not wrong for a Christian to 
live in the same kind of houses, 
have the same kind of furniture, 
drive the same kind of cars, and 
wear similar garments to unsaved 
people, if there are good reasons 
for these things. The Christian 
ought not to love vain show and 
extravagance; the Christian ought 
to use his money better than a 
lost person, and use his time bet- 
ter, but the Bible does not teach 
that we should strive to be queer 
in secular matters where no moral 
or spiritual principle is involved. 
I know some people who think 
that if other people wear buttons 
on their clothes, they must wear 
hooks and eyes. If other people 
wear ties, then they must go with- 
out ties. If other people ride in 
cars, then they must ride in bug- 
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gies. Nothing like that is taught 


Wears a tie, that does not mean |}: 
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in the Bible, as far as I can tell. 

Therefore, we need to watch 
very carefully that our convic- 
tions have to do with moral and 
‘Spiritual principles and not with 
mere details of how many times 
one washes their hands, or the 
pots and pans, as did the Phari- 
sees. 


For example, some Christians 
feel that change is always sinful. 
Some people thought it was a sin 
to bring organs and pianos into 
churches. We need to be careful 
not to make an issue where the 
Bible makes no issue. 


Is it wrong for a woman to use 
powder on her face? The Bible 
does not say so, and I do not be- 
lieve so. Is it wrong for a woman 
to use paint on her lips or her 
face? Again I must say that the 
Bible makes no issue of that ques- 
tion, and so I cannot, in good 
conscience, make an issue of it. I 
think if lipstick and rouge are 
used very much, they make a wo- 
man look worldly and artificial, 
and they take away from natural 
beauty. Therefore, I personally 
like it much better for Christian 
women to use very little or no 
rouge and lipstick. But I believe 
that too much use of rouge and 
lipstick is primarily a sin against 
good taste, is artificiality, and in- 
dicates too much desire to keep 
up with the fads of fashion. Thus 
the use of enough lipstick or rouge 
to be conspicuous would be wrong, 
in my judgment, because it would 
indicate vanity, and perhaps 
worldliness and bad taste. But the 
Bible does not forbid the use of 
cosmetics, and so as a Bible-be- 


ll. The Bible Dées Not Forbid 
Plaited Hair, Jewelry, Nice 
. Clothes; But These Are 
Not a Christian Woman’s | 
Adornment 


I Timothy 2:9, 10 says, “In like 
manner also that women adorn 
themselves in modest apparel, with 
shamefacedness and sobriety; not 
with braided hair, or gold, or 
pearls, or costly array; But (which | 
becometh women professing god- 


lieving preacher, I cannot forbid 
it. 
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liness) with good works.” Does 
this mean that clothes and braid- 
ing of the hair or rings or pins 
are wrong? No, not necessarily. 
It simply means that these out- 
ward things which the world so 
admires are not the real adorn- 
ment of a Christian woman. But 
“shamefacedness,” that is, humili- 
ty, modesty, and “sobriety” and 
“good works” are the real adorn- 
ment, the rea] beauty of a Chris- 
tian woman. Consider a similar 
statement in I Peter 3:3-6 which 
says, 

“Whose adorning let it not be 
that outward adorning of plait- 
ing the hair, and of wearing of 
gold, or of putting on of ap- 
parel; But let it be the hidden 
man of the heart, in that which 
is not corruptible, even the orn- 
ament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of 
God of great price. For after 
this manner in the old time the 
holy women also, who trusted 
in God, adorned themselves, be- 
ing in subjection unto their 
own husbands: Even as Sava 
obeyed Abraham, calling him 
lord: whose daughters ye are, 
as long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any amaze- 
ment.” 


This is a very plain and helpful 
Scripture on a woman’s dress. A 
woman’s adorning is not to be 
“that outward adorning of plait- 
ing the hair, and of wearing olf 
gold, or of putting on of apparel.” 
That does not mean, of course, 
that it is wrong for a woman to 
put on apparel, clothes. It means 
that the clothes are not what a 
Christian woman should consider 
her beauty, her attractiveness. A 
real adornment is that “meek and 
quiet spirit,” of a wife subject to 
her husband and trusting in God. 
Wearing clothes is not wrong, but 
it is wrong for a woman to be vain 
about her clothes, or to think 
that her clothes can hold her hus- 
band’s love or that her clothes 
make her beautiful. Likewise, it 
is not wrong for a woman to plait 
her hair or wear gold, but it is 
wrong for a woman to think that 
plaited hair or gold jewelry make 
her beautiful. . 

Now a woman could be wrong 
in the kind of clothes she wears. 
She ought to wear “modest ap- 
parel” as I Timothy 2:9 plainly 
says. For immodest dress is wrong, 
and extravagant dress or overly- 
conspicious dress would be wrong. 


But beautiful clothes are not 
wrong. A woman might have 


jewels beyond the point of modesty 
and humility, and it would be 
wrong for her to wear them in 
that case. Vanity is always wrong; 
and jewels can never take the 
place of character, to make a 
woman beautiful. It is not wrong 
for a woman to braid her hair, 
or otherwise dress it nicely. But it 
would be wrong for her to depend 
upon the braided hair for her 
beauty, and count that her adorn- 
ment. God says her adornment is 
that meek and quiet spirit, godli- 
ness, being in subjection to her 
husband and trusting the Lord, 
which hoty women of old had. 


After all, sin is a heart matter. 
The Pharisees thought it was a 
sin not to wash your hands a cer- 
tain number of times, or not to 
wash pots and pans in a certain 
ceremonial way. They thought that 
worshipping God was going 
through certain forms. But they 
were wrong. Real service to God 
and real holiness is a heart mat- 
ter, not a matter of Keeping little 
detailed rules which may have no 
spiritual or moral significance. 


ward God would certainly be 
wrong. .Or an immodest dress 
would be wrong. 

Further, this passage in I Peter 
names Sara as one of these holy 
women who obeyed her husband 
and trusted in the Lord, and who 
adorned themselves after the man- 
ner here commanded. Now di@ 
Sara refuse to wear nice clothes? 
Did Sara refuse to plait her hair? 
Was Sara’s holiness and godliness 
expressed in a refusal] to wear 


- jewelry?) We have good evidence 


that that is not so. We have good 
evidence -that Sara must have 
worn jewels and beautiful clothes, 
for when Sara died and Abraham 
sent his servant to get a bride 
for Isaac, he sent along earrings 
and bracelets and jewels of silver 
and of gold (Gen. 24:22, 53), to 
give for the bride he would take 
for Isaac. It is very probable that 
some of these jewels had belonged 
to Isaac’s mother, Sara. Certainly 
the family did not regard the 
wearing of jewels or nice clothes 
as a sin. But we must remember 
that Sara knew that these ouft- 
ward ornaments were not the real 
adorning of a godly woman. The 
real adornment is in Christian 
character and obedience and faith. 
It is not wrong to wear nice cloth- 
es and to plait the hair and to 
wear modest jewelry which is not 
extravagant, according to one’s 
station in life. But it is certainly 
wrong to set one’s heart on such 
things or to depend on them for 
beauty. Vanity and extravagance 
are sins, but plaiting the hair and 
wearing good clothes are not a sin, 
nor is the wearing of a wedding 
ring, for example. 

We know that the Lord Jesus 
Himself wore a beautiful seamless 
garment, for which the soldiers 
cast lots at His crucifixion. We 
know that the high priest under 
the ceremonial law was given 
beautiful garments, a jeweled 
breastplate with chains of gold. 
The Lord Jesus, when He appeared 
to John, as described in Revela- 
tion 1:13, wore a golden girdle. 


Ill. The Bible Does Clearly 
Teach That Women Are Not 
to Dress Like Men, That 
Women Are to Have 
Long Hair 


: 
However, when the Bible gives 
clear teachings on a matter, then 
a Christian has a solemn obliga- 
tion to go by the Bible. For 
example, Deuteronomy 22:5 plain- 
ly says that the woman shall not 
wear that which pertaineth to a 
man, and that a man is not to put 
on a woman’s garment. God has 
made a distinction between the 
sexes. He has laid down certain 
rules for men and other rules for 
women. He wants men to lead in 
the home, and men to lead in re- 


ligious . matters. Therefore, he 
wants a woman to wear a WoO- 
man’s garment, and a man to 


wear a man’s garment. 
Likewise in I Corinthians 11:1- 
16, the Scripture plainly teaches 
that a man ought not to wear long 
hair, that it is a disgrace for him. 
But that a woman is given her 
long hair for a covering, and that 
if a woman have long hair, it is 
a glory to her. So for a woman 
to have a shorn or shaven head 
(that is with hair cut either with 
scissors or razors) is wrong and 
dishonors a woman because it pic- 
tures her rebellion against her 
father and her husband, and there- 
fore against God. But if a woman 
have long hair, it is a sign of her 
subjection to her husband or her 
father, as the Bible has command- 
ed. And so it represents that meek 
and quiet spirit, which is, in the 
sight of God, of great price. 

Where the Bible speaks clearly, 
where it does in these matters, it 
is a sin to disobey. 


Why do not preachers preach 
these things? Probably for three 
reasons: First, they have not stud- 
ied the Scripture enough to see the 
spiritual significance of these com- 
mands, and so they disregard 
them, thinking they are unim- 


Any rules that the Bible plainly 
gives we should keep. But where 
the Bible does not make a rule, 
then we must be very modest in 
trying to enforce one. So I would 
say that dress, braided hair, a 
gold wedding ring, or a neat pin, 
or perhaps a string of pearls, are 
not necessarily wrong. But a vain 
and worldly spirit in a woman 
is definitely wrong. A haughty 
attitude of disobedience toward 
her husband and of rebellion to- 


ward God or of indifference to- 


portant. But no command of God 
is unimportant. Second, most 
preachers preach only what they 
‘have been taught, not what they 
find for themselves in the Bible. 
The commentaries, the seminary 
professors, the trusted leaders or 
preachers have not made an issue 
of these commands of. God, so 
preachers generally ignore them. 
Men ought to go to the Bible for 
their orders and not to seminary 
professors, nor officials, nor to 
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commentaries. One can get help 
from teachers and commentaries, 
but the Bible ought to be the rule 
that settles things for a preacher. 
Third, many preachers are cow- 
ards, unwilling to preach that 
which will arouse opposition, Few 
men dare to stand alone on a 
“thus saith the Lord.” ‘At the 
same time, we should recognize, 
that God intended most people to 
follow, and not to lead, and so we 
should not be unkind in criticism 


of honest Bible-believing preach- 


ers who do not feel themselves 
strong enough to go to the Bible 
alone and find its teachings and 
present them fearlessly. Rather, 
let us pray for such preachers and 
see that clear Bible teaching on 
such moral and spiritual matters 
is given,

porter said the symbol of America 
is the picture of a nude woman. 
I think he is exactly right. Every- 
where you turn it is sin, sin, sin. 
It is an awful, awful thing. 

Not long ago a professor of 
Southern California made re- 
search in this matter of the de- 
cay in morals in the last few 
years. He made the statement 
that sixty-five per cent of the 
brides who go to the altars today 
are not virgin. He said that fifty 
per cent of illegitimate children 
born in America are born of high 
school girls. Now that is tragic. 
I do not like to talk about it. I 
feel like going out and taking a 
bath after I have made those re- 
marks. But I do not know what is 
going to shock us if it is not facts 
of the terrible hour in which we 
are living. 

God’s Word says that “as in 
the days of Noah, so shall it be 
in the coming of the Son of man.” 
- Df we are not approaching the 
days of Noah now, then I do not 
knew what sin 4s. I do not know 
how to compare it. We are living 
in days of terrible sin. And God’s 
judgments are upon us. 

Not long age I was riding in a 
train. A lady came te me when she 
saw a Bible in my hand. She knew 


{ was a preacher, She said, “I have 


a boy over yonder in the war. I 
want to ask you a question. Why 
doesn’t God stop this war?” I be- 
gan to talk about the sin of Amer- 
ica; and when I talked about the 
sin of America, I said, ““‘Lady, how 
can God stop this war?”’ 

How CAN His justice, my 
friends, pass up judgment upon 
America? How can the holiness 
of God stand back and fail to 
strike us?”~We do not hear many 
sermons today on the justice of 
God, but there is such a thing 
as the justice of God. We used 
to hear a lot of Sermons on the 
justice of God. My friends, if God 
Almighty doesn’t punish America 
for her sins today, He is going to 
have to raise from the dead the 
inhabitants of Sodom and Go- 
morrah and apologize to them for 
burning them to death back yon- 
der abot four or five thousand 
years ago. He is going to have to 
do it, because the same sins that 
brought down the wrath of God on 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and burned 
them down to the bare earth are 
going on in America today. And 
they are increasing, they are en- 
larging without a shadow of a 
doubt. You read in the book of 
Jude those terrible words, “Even 
as Sodom and Gomorrah, and the 
cities about them in like manner, 
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giving themselves over to forni- 
cation, and going after strange 
flesh, are set forth for an exam- 
ple, suffering the vengeance of 
eternal fire.” God’s Almighty jus- 
tice DEMANDS, God’s Almighty 
holiness demands that He punish 
America because of her sins. Be- 
loved, do not look for things to 
get better. Look for a blood bath 
such as we have never dreamed 
about, unless we have a revival. 


But Prayerlessness of 
Christians Is the Sin That 
Damns America 


Now to my subject tonight. The 
greatest sin in America is not 
homosexuality. The greatest sin in 
America is not the dirty, filthy 
magazines that people are reading. 
The greatest sin in America is 
not the adultery, and the forni- 
cation, and the awful, terrible 
sins that are going on. The great- 
est sin in. America tonight is the 
sin of prayerlessness committed 
by Christians, because God can 
give revival that will turn back 
the tidal wave of sin when His 
people get right with Him. But 
God cannot do it until we pray! 

As I travel up and down this 
land, I am finding out that Chris- 
tians are not praying. Do not 
call that which is going on in 
America today a revival until you 
find the Spirit of God coming 
down in answer to prayer. I will 
not believe it is a revival until 
I see God's people back on their 
knees again. I have tested audi- 
ences up and down this land; I 
have not yet found more than 
twenty people in any given audi- 
ence—and that was the largest 
number—that could say, “I spend 
at least thirty minutes a day on 
my knees in holy prayer before 
God.” The world is going to Hell 
because of sin, and the only thing 
that can drive back the tidal wave 
of sin and save America is re- 
vival. A revival can only come 
through God’s people. But a reviv- 
al can’t come through God’s peo- 
ple until God's people get right 
with God and back to holy prayer. 
Our whole condition is dependent 
upon holy prayer. 


The Life and Times ef desus the Messiah 


I looked last night and heard 
General Douglas MacArthur as he 
spoke before the Convention in 
Chicago. My heart began to bleed. 
Those men know we are up 
against it. They say we are liv- 
ing in a dark hour; and they say 
that politics is the way out. But, 
beloved, politics is not the way 
out. Nothing is going to do it but 
a revival. And a revival is not 
coming until God’s people get right 
with God and live clean lives and 
pray. After thinking the thing 
through from every angle, I say 
to you that the greatest need of 
the hour is a revival. And the only 
hope in America is such places as 
we see right now, when God's 
people get together and pay the 
price and get back right with Ged 
and determine, “I’m going to live 
a clean life, and I’m going to 
be a man or woman of prayer. 
I am going to pray together with 
my fellow Christians till the power 
of God falls instead of the power 
of judgment, upon the cities of 


here in this room and similar 
rooms round about. That is why 
I thank God for THE SworpD OF 
THE Lorp. That is why I thank 
God for every voice that is raised 
and calling America back to her 
knees and back to revival. 


Now our Lord Jesus Christ says 
in Matthew 6:6, “...When thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hast shut thy door, 
pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which seeth 
in secret shall reward thee...” 
Our Lord says, “When thou pray- 
est...” He does not argue about 
it; He does not say you ought 
to pray. He takes it for granted 
that every child of God—for He 
is speaking to the disciples here 
—will get on his knees and pray. 
So the Lord says, “When thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet.” A 
man says, “I pray when I ride 
down the highways driving an 
automobile.” You had better not! 
You had better be looking at that 
road! A woman says, “I pray when 
I wash dishes and sweep floors.” 
If that is all the praying we are 
doing, we will never have a reviv- 


al. Jesus said, “Enter into thy 
closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret.” Why? Be- 
cause prayer demands the great- 
est concentration of anything in 
this world! It is impossible for us 
Ato concentrate on God and these 
things that are so high and holy 
that wrap up the interest of our 
souls and of our loved ones and of 
our nation and of the world unless 
we are alone, in solitude. We 
must take time to pray. 


I have read everything I could 
possibly read on prayer. One time 
there was a man in one little sen- 
tence who did more for me than 
all the books I ever read and all 
the sermons I have ever heard. 
It was God’s Spirit that guided 
that thing into my mind. He put 
in the text of his book, in one 
of his sermons on prayer this little 
line. “‘How much do YOU pray?” 
“YOU” was in capitals. He was 
pointing his finger at me—How 


tsar ‘much do you pray? So I decided 
America.” The only hope is right | 


to check up. I got a clock and 
went down on my knees and went 
through my usual prayer. Believe 
me, I got the shock of my life 
when I raised up after the little 
praying that I was doing, the lit- 
tle time I was staying on my 
knees. 


You say, “Preacher, that’s kind 
of a mechanical thing.” Maybe 
it is. But it certainly did shock 
me. It awakened my mind and 
my heart and life to find out ac- 
tually how little time I was spend- 
ing on my knees before God. And 
we wonder why souls are lost. 
We wonder why we don’t have 
power to win souls. We wonder 
why sin conquers us. We wonder 
why the Devil defeats us. We 
wonder why the inrush of sin and 
iniquity everywhere. Yet, my 
friends, we still are not paying the 
price of prayer. How much do you 
pray? 

Yonder. was a man of God. He 
said he could not even be a de- 
‘cent Christian, much less have 
power, without at least an hour 
alone with God everyday on his

knees in holy prayer. He said, 
“Tl saw a layman over here be- 
ing greatly used of God, just win- 
ning souls right and left. 1 went 
to him and said, ‘Brother, what 
is the secret of your power?’ He 
said with tears rolling down his 
cheeks, ‘Preacher, 1 cannot get 
along without at least two hours 
on my knees everyday in prayer 
before God.’”’ The secret of power 
is coming from that prayer room. 


It cannot come from anywhere 
else. You and I can go down to 
the altars and get down on-our 
knees and make dedications all we 
please, but if we do not go back 
yonder to that prayer room and 
day after day take time with God, 
then it is going to evaporate. It 
is not going to abide; we are going 
to lose our power and blessing. 

At Winona Lake, Indiana, about 
three or four years ago, in one of 
Dr. Rice’s great conferences, a 
group of us preachers and evan- 
gelists were together talking in- 
timately on the platform. The 
subject was prayer. Dr. Oswald 
Smith was there. One of the men 
said, “Dr. Smith, we want you 
to tell us something of the secret 
of your power and of your bless- 
ing. I will never forget what he 
said. “Gentlemen, I didn’t get it 
all when I went to the altar for 
the first time. I didn’t get it all 
by continually coming to the al- 
tar and making rededication. I 
found that I had to daily spend 
time alone with God.” Then he 
made this statement that I 
thought was an amazing thing: 
“For forty years, every day except 
one time in forty years, right af- 
ter my breakfast .I have gone 
alone, and I’ve spent at least one 
hour on my knees before my God 
in prayer. If there is any secret of 
power in my life, it is that secret 
that I have taken time. I haven't 
had it, I've taken time, to spend 
with God in prayer before the 
Lord.”

will never change our churches,

Abraham’s Prayers Saved 
Lot From Destruction 
in Sodom ~ 


Now the Lord reveals in His | 


Word some examples of prayer 
that bring to us great conviction. 
The greatest challenge I have ever 
had on prayer was the challenge 
of these men of the Bible. 
are tempted to say, “Well, these 
men are demi-gods. They. were 
half-gods. They weren’t normal. 
They are not even as you and I 
with our temptations and our 
trials.” But God’s Word reminds 
us that they were men subject 
to like passions even as we, but 
the difference is that these men 
rose above the things of time and 
communed with God and brought 
to pass miracles. 


Consider Abraham. I like to 
think of Abraham as a man of 
intercession, a man who was so 
right with God Himself that he 
could pray for somebody else. Now 
some people have to spend so 
much time praying for themselves 
that there is no time to pray for 
others. We have to stay prayed 
up if we are going to pray for 
other people. Here’s a man walk- 
ing with God. 

You remember how Abraham in 
his great prayer prayed unto the 
Lord for Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and how God saved Lot out of 
the midst of the judgment be- 
cause of the prayers of godly 
Abraham. We read these words, 


“And Abraham—dfew near, 


| and said, Wilt thou also de- 


stroy the righteous with the 
wicked? Peradventure there be 
fifty righteous within the city: 
wilt thou also destroy and not 
spare the place for the fifty 
righteous that are therein? That 
be far from thee to do after 
this manner, to slay the right- 
eous with the wicked: and that 
the righteous should be as the 
wicked, that be far from thee: 
Shall not the Judge of all the 
earth do right? And the Lord 
said, If I find in Sodom fifty 
righteous within the city, then I 
will spare all the place for their 
sakes. And Abraham answered 
and said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto 
the Lord, which am but dust and 
ashes: Peradventure there shall 
lack five of the fifty righteous: 
wilt thou destroy all the city 
for lack of five? And he said, 
If I find there forty and five, 
I will not destroy it. And he 
spake unto him yet again, and 
said, Peradventure there shall 
be forty found there: And he 
said, I will not do it for forty’s 
sake. And he said unto him, 
Oh let not the Lord be angry, 
and I will speak: Peradventure 
there shall thirty be found there. 
And he said, I will not do it, if 
I find thirty there. And he said, 
Behold now, I have taken upon 
me to speak unto the Lord: 
Peradventure there shall be 
twenty found there. And he said, 
I will not destroy it for twen- 
ty’s sake. And he said, Oh let 
not the Lord be angry, and I 
will speak yet but this once: 
Peradventure ten shall be found 
there. And he said, I- will not 
destroy it for ten’s sake” (Gen. 
18 :23-32). 


Then comes one of the greatest 
statements I have read in the 
holy Word of God: “And the Lord 
went his way, as soon as he had 
left communing with Abraham: 
and Abraham returned unto his 
place” (Gen. 18:33). There was 
a PLACE God came down to, 
and Abraham came also to that 
PLACE; and God and Abraham 
talked over things of vital in- 
terest to themselves and to the 
loved ones of Abraham, and for 
these two wicked cities for which 
he was pleading. 
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I tell you, friends, the only hope 


We. 


of America is not in jet planes, 
not in atom bombs, or hell bombs, 
or a fighting army or in any po- 
litical things—but the hope of 
America is a few Abrahams who 
are close enough to God to in- 
tercede. It is the only hope! Then 
you remember that God came down 
with the angels, and they finally 
had to drag Lot, yes literally drag 
him out of the city, saying to him 
about his loved ones, “Bring them 
out of this place, for the Lord 
hath sent us to destroy it” (Gen. 
19:13). Then God said to him, 
“Haste thee, escape thither; for 
I cannot do any thing till thou 
be come thither” (Gen, 19:22). 


When I was first converted, I 
read that passage on a Streetcar 
one morning; and it was all I 
could do to keep from shouting. 
I wrote in the margin of my 
Bible that the prayers of godly 
Abraham tied the judgment hands 
of God. Even God himself could 
not bring down fire upon the wick- 
ed cities of Sodom and Gomorrah 
until Abraham’s prayer was an- 
swered, and Lot was safe outside. 

There may be some of us sit- 
ting here tonight who have hus- 
bands, wives, children, loved ones, 
friends—we cannot talk to them 
any more. We have talked and we 
cannot talk any more. They get 
mad with us, and it just creates 
a hell. We cannot talk. But, praise 
God, they cannot get beyond our 
prayers! They did not get beyond 
the prayers of Abraham. In other 
words, God said to Lot, ‘Get out 


of here. We can’t bring down the. 


fire from heaven until you get 
out of here because of the prayers 
of my friend Abraham.’ 


Then we read these great words, 
“Abraham got up early in the 
morning to the place where he 
stood before the Lord: And he 
looked toward Sodom and Gomor- 
rah, and toward all the land of 
the plain, and beheld, and, lo, 
the smoke of the country went up 
as the smoke of a furnace” (Gen. 
19:27, 28). And again, listen to 
these words, ‘And it came to 
pass, when God destroyed the 
cities of the plain, that God re- 
membered Abraham, and sent Lot 
out of the midst of the over- 

... (Gen. 19:29). It was 
not Lot who was saving himself; 
it was not Lot’s prayers or Lot’s 
holiness. He was in a backslidden, 
miserable condition. But it was 
the prayers of old godly Abra- 
ham, old separated Abraham that 
turned the tide and saved him 
in that tremendous hour. Do not 
tell me that the God of Abraham 
is dead. He is not dead. And if 
God did it for Abraham, He has 
got to do it for us. He is no re- 
specter of persons. God is not 
dead, and He has promised; He 
will keep His Word. He is going 
to do it. 

Now Abraham was a man of 
prayer. He was even as we. But 
he paid the price, he lived a holy 
life. And that is an expression 
that has gone out of our vocabu- 
lary today. Our praying does not 
amount to anything if we are 
not living holy lives. God Says, 
‘Don’t talk to me if you’ve got 
Sin in your life. Get up off your 
knees and go on away. I don’t 
want to talk with you.’ 


But oh, beloved, when our hearts 
are clean and our hearts are right 
with God, and we come and claim 
these old blessed promises, God 
has got to do something or He 
is not God. The God of Heaven 
cannot lie. 


The Prayers of Moses Saved 
Israel From Destruction 


Consider Moses. There has never 
been a man like this man Moses. 
I believe he is the greatest man 
of all time. Seven hundred or 
more times his name is mentioned 
in the Bible. I do not know of 
any one whose prayer life has 
matched his. On two different oc- 
casions he prayed and _ fasted 
forty days and nights! What a 
man of God! What a man of 
prayer! No wonder He brought 
miracles to pass. He lived close 
to God, and God did marvelous 
things for him and through him. 
We see so very little in our lives 
that is divine, that is miraculous, 
that is the work of God. 


Brother, when we have a re- 
vival, we are going to see mir- 
acles. When the Holy Ghost comes, 
we are going to see miracles take 
place. We are going to know 
that God is here when a great 
spiritual revival comes. We are 
having evangelism. We are get-

ting souls saved. Thank God for 
that! But the churches are not 
revived like they need to be; and 
God’s people are jealous one for 
another, and we are fighting one 
another and talking about one 
another, and all kinds of sins are 
in the way. All that mess is go- 
ing to go when we have a real 
spiritual awakening. Oh, that we 
would let God begin right here 
in this room tonight, a great spir- 
itual awakening! 

Again consider Moses. Up yon- 
der he is receiving the Ten Com- 
mandments on the tables of stone. 
And down below Israel begins toa 
make that golden calf and bow 
down. and worship it. Suddenly 
God’s demeanor changed and some- 
thing happened. So He spoke. 


“And the’ Lord said unto 
Moses, Go, get thee down; for 
thy people, which thou brought- 
est out of the land of Egypt, 
have corrupted themselves: They 
have turned aside quickly out 
of the way which I commanded 
them: they have made them a 
molten calf, and have wor- 
shipped it, and have sacrificed 
thereunto, and said, These be 
thy gods, O Israel, which have 


brought thee up out of the land 


of Egypt. And the Lord ‘said 
unto Moses, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it is a stiff- 
necked people: Now therefore 
let me alone, that my wrath 
may wax hot against them, and 
that I may consume them: and 

I will make of thee a great na- 

tion.” —Exod. 32:7-10. 

What a man that can make the 
eternal God say, “Let me alone.” 
What a man! “Let me alone, 
Moses.” He is talking to a human 
being. This is not an archangel; 
this is not the Lord Jesus Himself. 
This is just a little man, even as 
we are men; subject to like pas- 
sions aS we are, a man who came 
out of Egypt with all of its money 
and with all of its glory and 
with all of its splendor; a man 
who made such a surrender as 
I have never known in history. 
Here is a man who had the whole 
of the greatest empire of his day 
at his feet, and he turned his 
back on it, and went out and threw 
im his lot with a bunch of slaves. 
It would be comparable to the 
President of the United States of 
America leaving the White House

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and going down on a little South 
Georgia farm to take care of a 
few chickens. What a sacrifice! 
What a surrender according to the 
flesh! But he turned his back on 
it all, because he looked at the 
pay day, the day when God is 
going to pay off holy living. He 
knew that it is a spiritual life 
that is going to pay off; it is 
what is.done for God that is going 
to pay off. It is the time we pray 
and the holy living we do and 
the honest-to-goodness service we 
turn in. It is not jealousy one 
for another, not desire for po- 
sition, not desire for the First 
Baptist or the First Methodist 
or First Presbyterian Church, and 
all that sort of tommyrot, but 
to do a job for Jesus. That is 
the thing that is going to be 
paid off. 

And this man Moses knew it. 
So he went all-out for God. I 
have a little volume in my study. 
I keep it right in front of me be- 
cause of the words of the title. 
The words are, “All-out for God.” 
I keep it right near me because 
it is a challenge to my own heart. 
“All-out for God.” Nothing re- 
served. Everything—from the top 
of my head to the bottom of my 
feet—all out for God, nothing re- 
“served, putting God first. If God 
does not bless the man who puts 
Him first, He is not God. He 
will bless, He must blgss, the life 
that is fully surrendered. 

Here is a man so surrendered 
that God admires him. Hear me, 
friends. God respects the man 
who is all-out for Himself. God 
respects the man who will turn 
his back on the world and go 
all-out for Him, and spend time 
in prayer, and with unselfishness 
_give himself for others, as this 
meek, holy, godly man did. Now 
Moses was not always that way. 
He had a battle to get like that. 
“But he paid the price and he 
fought his way through. And he 
won, beloved. I know how he won. 
No man ever whips himself ex- 
cept by prayer. There is no other 
way. There is no other way -you 


_, 2am put your foot on self, and 


crush self, like the writhing ser- 
pent it is, down to the earth so 
that you can rise with God, except 
through holy prayer. So this man 
' Moses was a man of prayer. 


Then Moses began to plead with 
. God and said, ‘‘Wherefore should | 
the Egyptians speak, and say, For | 
mischief did he bring them out, | 
to slay them in the mountains, and | 
-to consume them from the face 
_of the earth? Turn from thy 
fierce wrath, and repent of this 
evil against thy people’ (Exod. 
32:12). 

I read repeatedly in this Book 
where God calls on men to re- 
pent, but here is a place where 
a man calls on God to repent. 
And the wonderful thing about 
it is God repented of the destruc- 
tion which He thought to do. We 
read, “And the Lord repented of 
the evil which he thought to do 
unto his people” (Exod. 32:14). 
. And He did it not! He was going 
‘to do some evil. He was going to 
blot out the nation, and one man 
stood in the gap. This Book does 
. not say that it is going to take 
a lot of people that are all-out 
for God to bring revival and to 
bring the biessing of God that 
, will save our nation and save 
‘multitudes of souls and bring 
veal revival. But God does say 
it is going to take a few who mean 
business. And in this particular 
case, it is one man, and that man 
is Moses. 


Daniel. Prayed Through for 
Israel in Captivity 

Now consider Daniel. Daniel 
‘ was aman of prayer. We read in 
the tenth chapter of the Book 
of Daniel that he said, “I was 
mourning three full weeks,” that 
is twenty-one days—one full week, 
seven days; two full weeks, four- 
teen days; three full weeks, twen- 
. ty-one days. I like.to put the title 
“praying through’ over the tenth 
chapter of the Book of Daniel. 
Daniel prayed through. Many, 
many times we ask God for some- 
thing. We may be in earnest in 
. the moment; but we do not stay 
. with it. God says, ‘You don't 
- mean business. If you did, you 
would pray through. You would 
' come back time and again.’

Daniel determined to stay on 


his knees till the answer came. 
Finally God sent an angel from 
Heaven to say, ‘O man greatly 
beloved...the first day you got 
on your knees and started pray- 
ing, your prayer was heard in 
Heaven.’ But he said, “There was 
some trouble on the line, and I 
had to do battle with the prin- 
cipalities and the powers in the 
heavenlies.” You know, we forget 
there is a Devil and demons we 
have to fight to win souls. We 
forget that every time we win a 
soul to Christ, we have got to 
tear a soul out of the hands of 
Hell and out of the hands of the 
Devil. That is why soul winning ‘s 
the hardest business in this world. 
It is not easy. It never has been 
easy. It never will be easy; but 
when we pay the price, we are go- 
ing to see souls snatched out of the 
hands of the Devil. But it is go- 
ing to take holy living and holy 
witnessing and holy prayer to do 
it. It is going to take Christians 
who mean business for God. And 
if we do not mean business, we 
might as well quit, because, hear 
me, friends, God is not playing. 
He is in dead earnest; and God 
will meet any man or woman, 
anywhere, any time, who will pay 
the price. 

So the trouble with us tonight is 
we have not paid the price. And 
God is saying, ‘Prove me now, 
right this minute. If you obey My 
voice, and do what I tell you to 
do—tlive a holy life, and pray— 


I will open the windows of Heav-'| 


en, and I will pour you out the 
blessings that you want.’ 


Ezra and Nehemiah Saved the 
Remnant of Israel By Prayer 
and Restored the Nation 


Consider Ezra. He was a priest 
and in the ninth chapter of the 
book that bears his name, Ezra, 
we read that when he learns of 
Israel’s intermarriage with the 
heathen, Israel’s great sin, he went 
to his knees and began to cry 
and pray to God in one of the 
holiest prayers that has ever been 
uttered. Read this prayer on your 
knees and see that as this godly 
man pours out his heart for poor, 
suffering, backslidden Israel, the 
people gathered about weeping 
very sore, and a great revival 
broke out, till wives separated 
from heathen husbands and hus- 
bands separated from heathen 
wives. And they got cleaned up 
again, and God visited His people 
once more! 

[I like to put over that chap- 


ter, “‘A man who saved his nation | 


from destruction.” This is the 


second time that the nation of | 


Israel is saved from extinction by 
the godly, holy life and praying 
of a man who walks with God, a 
man, just a human being even 
as you and I are human beings, 
but a man who paid the price in 
hoiy living and in holy praying. 
He won the victory for the Lord. 


You say, these men “you're 
talking about are _ preachers.” 
Well, consider Nehemiah, a lay- 
man, a cupbearer to Artaxerxes, 
the great king of Persia, a king 
who held his life in his hands. 
And remember how there came to 
him word that Israel was in a 
desperate condition. The walls 
were ‘broken down, the gates 
burned with fire, and the heathen 
and enemy ravaging the people 
of God. And he began to pray and 
fast. It was not anything to him 
personally, but he loved them. 
Beloved, God cannot use us un- 
less we love people. We see un- 
Selfishness on the part of this 
man. So he prayed, prayed from 
December to April. Now you pray 
from December to April without 
proper food and drink and some- 
thing is going to happen to your 
body. When he goes into the pres- 
ence of the king, the king sees 
the terrible condition of his body. 
He says, “You’re a sick man. 
And it isn’t physical; it’s heart- 
sickness. Now come, tell me what 
is wrong with you?” This scared 
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“desert place and there prayed. 


Nehemiah and he said, “I asked 
the God of heaven what I should 
tell him.” And God said, ‘You 
tell that king just why you are 
fasting and praying. I’m going to 
take care of him. I’m going to 
help you out.’ So he told the king; 
and the king said, “All right, you 
can go back yonder and rebuild 
those walls and those gates. And 
I'li give you the supplies and pro- 
tection and everything else to take 
care of the situation.” 


He went back in answer to 
God's holy word; and there he 
rebuilt the walls and the gates 
and did a tremendous job for God 
—a layman, who knew what it 
was to pray, a godly layman who 
through prayer moved a king ito 
help the people of God. He prayed 
from December to April, fasting 
and praying, till he got an ans- 
wer from God 


The Prayer Life of Jesus 
Our Example 


Do you want a revival in your 
church, preacher? That is a little 
hint from the Word of God. Are 
we willing to pay a price? Do we 
want real revival? Then consider 
the life of Jesus. All of these are 
examples. But the great Example 
is the Saviour. In studying the 
chronological life of Christ, I found 
we had only about sixty-two days 
in .His life. It is amazing how 
much prayer is in it. We read 
time and time again of His pray- 
ing all night. We read that many 
times He arose a great while be- 
fore day and went out into a 


The Saviour had to pray. If He 
had to pray and stay in commun- 
ion with God, you think that 


you and I can get by without 


prayer and the walk with God? Is 
this the reason God is distant? 
Is this the reason we have little 
power? The Devil is not afraid of 
prayerless sermons, or prayerless 
Bible teaching or prayerless church 
services. He just laughs up his 
sleeve. But, when a church gets 
down on its knees and means bus- 
iness for God, look out! The Devil 
is going to stir up troubles sure 
as we are here because he knows 
something is going to happen. 
Mean business for God. 


Jesus was praying at his bap- 
tism by John when the heavens 
were opened and the Holy Ghost 
came ‘upon. Him, and the Father’s 
voice proclaimed, “This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” That is the pattern of 
spiritual blessing. Do we have 
opened heavens? Do we know the 
Spirit’s power? Do we hear Him 
say, “You are my beloved son’’? 
No? Is it because we are not liv- 
ing with Him in prayer? The 
heavens do not open unless we 
are men and women of prayer. 
We have got to pray. 


When Christ wanted to choose 
the twelve apostles, He spent a 
whole night in prayer. “And when 
the day came,” the record says, 
“He called the _ disciples, and 
picked out twelve men whom he 
named apostles to be with him.” 
He had an all-night prayer meet- 
ing before He chose those twelve 
men. In the Garden of Geth- 
semane, when He was taking the 
sins of the weight of the world 
upon Himself, the Word of God 
said, so crushing was the load, 
that his sweatdrops became as it 
were great drops of blood, drop- 
ping to the earth. People are go- 
ing to Hell. People are lost. Every- 


where you turn they are slipping 
into Hell without God and with- 
out hope. I very much question 
tonight that in my home city of 
Atlanta one-fourth the population 
is saved. Fifty-two per cent never 
darken anybody’s church door. Yet 
many of them are going on their 
way to Hell. Think of New York 
City with its’ twelve millions in 
greater New York and only a 
tiny fraction make any profession 
at all. We are living in a world 
that is going to Hell; and the real 
Christians are very, very few. But 
brother, they are the only hope 
of this world. On the cross when 
Christ prayed, He said, “Father, 
forgive them; for they know not 
what they do.” And what has 
He been doing these two thou- 
samd years in Glory? Praying. “He 
ever liveth to make intercession 
for us.” Now if prayer was so 
vital to Jesus Christ, our great 
Example, can you and I get by 
with anything less than such 
prayer? 


Souls Saved in Answer to 
Continued Prayer 


Now you say, “Preacher, sup- 
pose I do pay the price? What will 
be the reward?” The first reward 
of real holy praying is accomplish- 
ment of the greatest business in 
the world, the winning of souls 
to Jesus Christ. I know a lot of 
soul winners but I never knew 
one who was not a man or a Wo- 
man of prayer. You just do not win 
souls if you do not pray. Every 
great soul winner is a man or 
a woman of prayer. 

I was called up into Tennessee 
mountains some years ago for a 
tent revival. Those mountaineers

were all round about, mountain 
women and mountain men, and 
we were having a great victory. 
God was pouring out His Spirit. 
One night at the close of the ser- 
vice, I noticed a little mountain 
woman sitting with her husband.

Her husband was 
sitting there, You could tell by 
their dress that they were not 
people of means, but of very hum- 
ble circumstances. I took one look 
and I thought, “I believe she is 
just holding him here, hoping I 
will come over and talk to him. 
He must be lost.” So I slipped over 
there and I said, “Fellow, are 
you saved?” 

He lifted up his head and said, 
“No, sir.” 

“Well, come on, let’s go back 
to the prayer tent. Now is the 
time to settle it. You want to be

saved, don’t you?” 

She looked up at him; and he 
looked at her. You could tell 
they really loved each other. She 
said, “Honey, won’t you go?” with 
tears rolling down her cheeks. 

So he just beat it with me 
right back to the prayer tent. 
Well, it is not any trouble when 
a man is convicted of sin to lead 
him to Christ. It is just like ripe 
apples dropping off in a bucket. 
Down on our knees we went, That 
fellow came to the Lord, weep- 
ing as he came to God. I took 
my Bible and showed him the 
promises of God and saw that he 
was safely on the old Rock, then 
I said, “Are you willing to go 
out there and tell your wife you're 
saved?” 

He said, “I sure am, preacher.” 
So he followed me out, and walked 
ahead of me. Then I saw one of 


those tender sights that angels 
love to see. She was sitting with 
that little babe cradled in her 
left arm. As he walked up to her 
and said, “Honey, I’m saved,” she 
reached up that one good arm and 
put it back of his head, pulled it 
down on her breast, and began 
to pat the back of his head, cry- 
ing, “Honey, I’ve prayed such a 
long time for this!

Oh, the greatest business in the 
world will take place in our lives 
when we pray and win souls to 
Jesus Christ. As I walked into 
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this building tonight a young man 
walked up to me and said, “Preach- 
er, I'm from Fort Lauderdale. I 
was. saved in your meeting at 
Fort Lauderdale” [just last April 
it was]. He said, “Five of us have 
driven up here.” Oh, this wonder- 
ful business of soul-winning! 

Oh, listen to me, beloved. Is 
there anything on earth like soul 
winning? Tell me, is there? Is 
there anything that this world 
down here has ever tasted that 
can compare with the joy that 
comes to us when we are winning 
souls to Jesus Christ? God help 
us. We will accomplish the great- 
est business in the world. 


The second thing: when we pray 
we will have the consciousness of 
His“Divine presence. Now at the 
beginning I said that there is a 
thing that alarms me. A lot of 
people up and down the land have 
accepted Christ, have made pro- 
fession. I believe that they were 
born again. But somehow God is 
away off! Now why? Invariably 
you will find they are people who 
have no. consistent prayer life, 
though these people know down 
in their souls that they are God’s 
children and God is their Father. 
I love that song

with the secret 


What a song! I have been in the 
presence of people in whose pres- 
ence I felt the presence of God. 
And invariably they were men 
and women who lived in great 
communion with God. There is no 
other way to have the sense of 
His presence. 

Then the final thing. If we pray, 
we will have the guarantee of our 
salvation. Now if you would ask 
me tonight of the dearest thing 


I have, I could not say it was 
my precious wife, or my girl or 
my boy, whom I love better than 
life itself. I could not say it is 
this, that or the other. I would 
have to say tonight that the 
dearest, most priceless treasure 
that I have is the salvation of my 
soul. Iam glad tonight I am saved. 
Just let the godless crowd go on 
if they want to—but here is a 
man who is glad he is saved. 
Every time I read in this Book 
about Hell, every time I read in 
this Book about judgment, every 
time I read in this Book about 
sin and its condemnation, every 
time I read about the awful, ter- 
rible threatenings of the doom of 
a lost sinner, I say, ‘Thank you, 
Lord, for saving my soul.” I am 
glad I am saved. But I want to 


| 


say to you that a man who does 
not pray dees not love God. And 
a man who does not love God is 
going to Hell. 


In Rome, Georgia, a medical 
doctor helped me while I was 
there in a campaign a couple of 
years ago. We were pouring out 
the truth about the responsibility 
of Christians for prayer and soul 
winning, being filled with the Spir- 
it, bringing the lost in, etc. One 
day I said to him when I went 
in, “Doc, how are you feeling?” 

He said, “I don’t feel so well’! 

“What’s the matter?” 

“Well, you have been talking 
to us every night from the Book 
about our responsibility to bring 
others to Jesus, haven’t you?” 

“Yes.” 

‘“There’s an old man, a wealthy 
man, dying out here on his estate, 
at seventy-two years of age. I have 
treated that man’s body, preacher, 
fifteen years. But” he said, “I’m 
ashamed to say that I never asked 
him about his soul.” He said, “The 
pressure was on me so terribly 
that that man was dying, and that 
I had treated him fifteen years, 
and never asked him about his 
soul, until I got in my car yester- 
day and I drove out to his home. 
I sat in a chair by his bedside 
and looked in his face and said, 
‘Brother, I treated your body fif- 
teen years, but I’ve never asked 
you about your soul. I’ve come 
to ask you, “Is it well with your 
soul?”’ The man started crying, 
and shaking his head, said, ‘No, 
doctor, it isn’t well with my soul.’ ” 
And the doctor said, “I don’t want 
to unduly disturb you, but let mea 
ask you a second question, ‘Will 
you right now accept Jesus as 
your Saviour and Lord?’ Tha 
man became excited and he said, 
‘Doctor, I’ve waited too late! Doc« 
tor, I’ve waited too late! I’ve wait- 
ed too late!’ And terror began to 
grip him and horror began to grip 
him and he became excited and 
his loved ones came rushing in, 
and of course they had to quiet 
him and give him sedatives to 
calm him. With a heavy heart, 
I got into my car and drove back 
to the city.” That man lay there 
and died admittedly, on his own 


testimony, without God and with<»— 


out hope, and went to Hell a lost 
soul. He admitted that in his sev-~ 
enty-two years he had never 
reached out and touched God in 
holy prayer and now he is lost 
and Lost Forever! 

Friend, if you have never 
reached out and touched God in 
Holy prayer, or if you have some- 
how gotten out of touch with 
Him, won’t you go alone, right 
now, and call upon Him, in holy 
prayer? |

the middle, on which the victim 
sat. Three trees just planted, yet 
bearing fruit—the one at the right 
bearing poison, and the one at the 
left bitter aloes; the one in the 
middle, apples of love. Norway 
pine and tropical orange and Leb- 
anon cedar would not make so 
strange a grove as this orchard of 
Calvary. 

Stand, and give a look at the 
three crosses. Just look at the one 
on the right. Its victim dies scoff- 
ing. More tremendous than his 
physical anguish is his scorn and 
hatred of Him on the middle cross. 
This one on the right twists half 
around on the spikes to hiss at the 
one on the middle. If the scoffer 
could get one hand loose, and He 


- were within reach, he would smite 


the middle sufferer in the face. He 
hates Him with perfect hatred. I 
think he wishes he were down on 
the ground, that he might spear 
Him. He envies the mechanics 
who, with their nails, have nailed 
Him fast. Amid the settling dark- 
ness, and louder than the crash of 
the rocks, I hear him jeer out 
these words, “Ah! ah! you poor 
wretch, I knew you were an im- 
postor! You pretended to be a God, 
and yet you let these German le- 
gions master you.” It was in some 
such hate that Voltaire, in his 
death hour, because he thought he 
saw Christ in his bedroom, got up 
on his elbow, and cried out, “Crush 
that wretch!” 

What had the middle cross done 
to arouse up this right-hand cross? 
Nothing. Oh, the enmity of the na- 
tural heart against Christ! The 
world likes a sentimental Christ or 
a philanthropic Christ, but a 
Christ who comes to snatch men 
from their sins, away with Him! 
On this right-hand cross, I see typ- 
ified the unbelief of the world. 
Men say, “Back with Him from 
the heart. I will not let Him take 
my sins. If He will die, let Him 
die for Himself, not for me.” There 
has always been a war between 
this right-hand cross and the mid- 


“dle cross; and wherever there is 


an unbelieving heart, there the 
fight goes on. Oh, if, when that 
dying malefactor perished, the 
faithlessness of man had perished, 
then that tree which yields poison 
would not have budded and blos- 
somed for all the world. 


Look up into that disturbed 
countenance of the sufferer, and 
see what a ghastly thing it is to 
reject Christ. Behold in that awful 
face, in that pitiful look, in that 
unblessed death hour, the stings of 
the sinner’s departure! What a 
plunge into darkness! Standing 
high upon the cross on the top of 
the hill, so that all the world may 
look at him, he says, “Here I go 
out of a miserable life into a 
wretched eternity! One! Two! 
Three! Listen to the crash of the 
fall, all ye ages!”’ So Hobbes, dying 
after he had seventy years in 
which to prepare for eternity, said, 
“Were I master of all the world, 
I would give it all to live one day 
longer.” Sir Francis Newport, 
hovering over the brink, cried out, 
“Wretch that I am, whither shall 
I fly from this breast? What will 
become of me? Oh, that I were 
to lie upon the fire that never is 
quenched, a thousand years, to 
purchase the favor of God and to 
be reconciled to Him again! Oh, 
eternity! Oh, eternity! Who can 
discover the abyss of eternity? 
Who can paraphrase these words: 
forever and forever? Oh, the in- 
sufferable pangs of Hell!’ 


That right-hand cross—thou- 
sands have perished on it, yea, in 
worse agonies. For what is physical 
pain compared with remorse at the 
last that life has been wasted, and 
only a fleeting moment stands be- 
tween the soul and its everlasting 
overthrow? O, God, let me die 
anywhere rather than at the foot 
of that right-hand cross. Let not 
one drop of that blood fall upon 
my cheek. Rend not my ear with 
that cry. I see it now as never 
before—the loathsomeness and 
horror of my unbelief. That dying 
malefactor was not so much to 
blame as I. Christianity was not 
established, and perhaps not until 
that day had that man heard the 
Christ. But after Christ has stood 
almost nineteen centuries, working 


the wonders of His grace, you re- 


ject Him. That right-hand cross, 
with its long beam, overshadows 
all the earth. It is planted in the 
heart of the race. When the time 
comes, the Spirit of God shall, 
with its ax, hew down that right- 
hand cross, until it shall fall at 
the foot of that middle cross; and 
unbelief, the railing malefactor of 
the world, shall perish from all 
our hearts. Away from me, thou 
spirit of unbelief! I hate thee! 
With this sword of God I thrust 
thee back and thrust thee through. 
Down to Hell; down, most ac- 
cursed monster of the earth, and 
talk to the millions thou hast al- 
ready damned. Talk no longer 
to these sons of God, these heirs 
of Heaven. 

“If thou be the Son of God.” 
Was there any “if” about it? 
Tell me, thou star, that in robe 
of light did run to point out His 
birthplace. Tell me, thou sea, that 
didst put thy hand over thy lip 
when He bid thee be still. Tell 
me, ye dead who got up to see 
Him die. Tell me, thou sun in 
mid-Heaven, who for Him didst 
pull down over thy face the veil 
of darkness. Tell me, ye lepers, 
who were cleansed; ye dead, who 
were raised, is He the Son of God? 
Aye, aye! responds the universe. 

The flowers breathe it—the stars 
chime it—the redeemed celebrate 
it—the angels rise up on their 
thrones to announce it. And yet 
on that miserable malefactor’s “if” 
millions shall be wrecked for all 
eternity. That little “if’’ is the 
little insect which has enough 
venom in its sting to cause the 
death of the soul. No “if’’ about 
it. I know it. Ecce Deus! I feel 
it thoroughly—through every mus- 
cle of the body, and through every 
faculty of my mind, and through 
every energy of my soul. Living, 
I will preach it; dying, I will pil- 
low my head upon its consolations. 
Jesus the God! 


Away, then, from this right- 
hand cross. The red berries of the 
forest are apt to be poisonous, 
and around this tree of carnage 
grow the red, poisonous berries 
of which millions have tasted and 
died. I can,see no use for this 
right-hand cross, except it be used 
as a lever with which to upturn 
the unbelief of the world. Here 
from the right-hand cross I go 
to the left. Pass clear to the other 
side. That victim also twists him- 
self upon the nails to look at the 
center cross—yet not to scoff. It 
is to worship. He, too, would like 
to get his hand loose, not to smite, 
but to deliver the sufferer of the 
middle cross. He cries to the railer 
cursing on the other side, “Silence! 
between us is innocence in agony. 
We suffer for our crimes. Silence!” 

Qh, ye people, be not afraid. Bit- 
ter herbs are sometimes a tonic 
for the body, and the bitter aloes 
that grow on this tree shall give 
strength and life to thy soul. This 
left-hand. cross is ‘a repenting 
cross. As men who have been 
nearly drowned tell us that in one 
moment, while they were under 
the water, their whole life pas- 
sed before them, so I _ sup- 
pose that in one moment the 
dying malefactor thought over all 
his past life. Of that night 
when he went into an unguard- 
ed door and took the silver, 
the gold, the jewels; and as the 
Sleeper stirred; he put a _ knife 
through his heart. Of that day 
when, in the lonely pass, he met 
the wayfarer, and regardless of 
the cries, and prayers, and tears, 
and struggles of his victim, flung 
the mangled corpse into the dust 
of the highway, or heaped upon 
it the stones. He says, “Oh, I am 
a guilty wretch. I deserve this. 
There is no need of my cursing. 
That will not stop the pain. There 
is no need of blaspheming Christ, 
for He has done me no wrong; 
and yet I cannot die so. The tor- 
tures of my body are outdone by 
the tortures of my soul. The past 
is a scene of misdoing. The present 
a crucifixion. The future an ever- 
lasting undoing. 

“Come back, thou hiding mid-day 
sun! Kiss my cheek with one 
bright ray of comfort. What! no 
help from above—no help from be- 
neath? Then I must turn to my 
companion in sorrow, the one on 
the middle cross. I have heard 
that He knows how to help a 


man when he is in trouble. I have 
heard that He can cure the woun- 
ded. I have heard how He can 
pardon the sinner. Surely, in all 
His wanderings up and down the 
earth He never saw one more in 
need of His forgiveness. Wilt Thou 
look for the moment away from 
Thy own pangs to pity me? Lord, 
it is not to have my hands relieved 
or my feet taken from the tor- 
ture. I can stand all this; but oh, 
my sins! my sins! my sins! they 
pierce me through and through. 
They tell me I must die forever. 
They will push me out into the 
darkness unless Thou wilt help. I 
confess it all. Hear the cry of the 
dying thief. Lord, remember me 
when Thou comest into Thy king- 
dom. I ask no great things. I seek 
for no throne in Heaven—no char- 
iot to take me to the skies; but 
just think of me when this day’s 
horrors have passed. Think of me 
a little—of me, the one now hang- 
ing at Thy side. When the shout 
of heavenly welcome takes Thee 
back into glory, Thou wilt not 
forget me, wilt Thou? Lord, re- 
member me when Thou comest 
into Thy kingdom—only just re- 
member me.” 

Likewise must we repent. You 
say, “I have stolen nothing.” I 
reply, we have all been guilty of 
the mightiest felony of the uni- 
verse, for we have robbed God—. 
robbed Him of our time, robbed 
Him of our talents, robbed Him 
of our services. 


Suppose you send a man west 
as an agent of your firm, and 
every month you pay him his 
salary, and at the end of ten years 
you find out that he has been 
serving another firm, but taking 
your salary. Would you not at 
once condemn him as dishonest? 
God sent us into the world to 
serve Him. He has given us wages 
all the time. One-half of us have 
been serving another master. 
When a man is convicted of trea- 
son, he is brought out. A regiment 
confronts him, and the command 


is given, “Attention, company! 
Take aim! Fire!” And the man 
falls with a hundred bullets 


through his heart. There come 
times in a man’s history when the 
Lord calls up the troop of his in- 
iquities, and at God’s command 
they pour into him a concentrated 
volley of torture. 

You say, “I don’t feel myself to 
be a sinner.” That may be. Walk 
along by the cliffs and you see 
sunlight and flowers at the mouth 
of the cave, and a chandelier of 
Stalactite near the opening of the 
cave. But take a torch and go in, 
and before you have gone far you 
see the flashing eye of a wild 
beast, or hear the hiss of a ser- 
pent. So the world seems in the 
sunlight of worldliness. But as I 
wave the torch of God’s truth, and 
go down into the deep cavern of 
the heart—alas! for the bristling 
horrors and the rattling fangs. 


Have you ever noticed the cli- 
max in this passage of Scripture, 
“The heart is deceitful’? That 
seems enough. But the passage 
goes on and says, “The heart is 
deceitful above all things!’ Will 
you not say that is enough? But 
the passage goes further and says: 
“The heart is deceitful above all 
things AND DESPERATELY WICKED.” 
If we could see the true condition 
of the unpardoned before God, 
what wringing of hands there 
would be, what a thousand-voiced 
shriek of supplication and despair! 
But you are a sinner, a sinner. I 
speak not to the person who sits 
next to you, but to you. You are 
a sinner. All the transgressions of 
a lifetime have been gathered up 
into an avalanche. At any moment 
it may slip from the cliffs and 
crush you forever. May the Lord 
Almighty, by His grace, help us to 
repent of our sins while repen- 
tance is possible. 


This left-hand cross was a be- 
lieving cross. There was no guess- 
work in that prayer; fio “if” in 
that supplication. The left-hand 
cross flung itself at the foot of the 
middle cross, expecting mercy. 
Faith is only just opening the 
hand to take what Christ offers 
us. The work is all done, the 
bridge is built strong enough for 
all of us to walk over. Tap not 
at the door of God’s mercy with 
the tip of your fingers; but as a 
warrior, with gauntleted fists, 
beats at the castle gate, so, with 
all the aroused energies of our 


souls, let us pound at the gate 


of Heaven. That gate is locked. 
You go to it with a bunch of keys. 
You try philosophy: that will not 
open it. You try good works: that 
will not open it. A large door gen- 
erally has a ponderous key. I take 
the Cross and place the foot of it 
in the socket of the lock, and by 
the two arms of the Cross I turn 
the lock and the door opens. 

This left-hand cross was a par- 
doning cross. The crosses were 
only two or three yards apart. It 
did not take long for Christ to 
hear. Christ might have turned 
away, and said, “How darest thou 
speak to me. I am the Lord of 
Heaven and earth. I have seen 
your violence. When you struck 
down that man in the darkness, 
I saw you. You are getting a just 
reward—die in darkness—die for- 
ever.” But Jesus said not so, but 
rather, “This day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise.” As much as 
to say, “I see you there; don’t 
worry. I will not only bear my 
cross, but help you with yours.” 

Forthwith the left-hand cross 
becomes the abode of content- 
ment. The pillow of the malefac- 
tor, soaked in blood, becomes like 
the crimson upholstery of a king’s 
couch. When the body became 
still, and the surgeons feeling the 
pulse said one to another, “He is 
dead,” the last mark of pain had 
gone from his face. Peace had 
smoothed his forehead; peace 
closed his eyes; peace closed his 
lips. Now you see why there were 
two transverse pieces on the cross, 
for it has become a ladder into 
the skies. That dying head is easy 
which has under it the promise, 
“This day shalt thou be with me 
in paradise.” Ye whose lips have 
been filled with blasphemy, ye 
whose hands for many years have 
wrought unrighteousness, ye who 
have companioned with the un- 
clean, ye who have scaled every 
height of transgression, and fa- 
thomed every depth, and passed 
every extreme of iniquity—mercy! 
mercy! 


The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain in his day; 

And there may I, as vile as he, 
Wash all my sins away. 


I have shown you the right-hand 
cross and the left-hand cross. Now 
come to the middle cross. We 
stood at the one and found it 
yielded poison. We stood at the 
other and found it yielded bitter 
aloes. Come now to the middle 
cross, and shake down apples 
of love. Uncover your head. You 
never saw so tender a scene as 
this. You may have seen father, 
or mother, or companion, or child 
die, but never so affecting a scene 
as this. The railing thief looked 
from one way and saw only the 
right side of Christ’s face. The 
penitent thief looked from the 
other way and saw the left side 
of Christ’s face. But where you 
sit, in the full blaze of Gospel, you 
see Christ’s full face. 


It was a suffering cross. If the 
weapons of torture had gone only 
through the fatty portions of the 
body, the torture would not have 
been so great, but they went 
through the hands, and feet, and 
tamples; the, most sensitive por- 
tions. It was not only the spear 
that went into His side, but the 
sins of all the race—a thousand 
spears—plunge after plunge, deep- 
er and deeper, until the silence 
and composure that before char- 
acterized Him gave way to a 
groan, through which rumbled the 
sorrows of time and the woes of 
eternity. Human hate had done 
its worst, and Hell had hurled its 
Sharpest javelin, and devils had 
vented their hottest rage when, 
with every nerve of His body in 
torture, and every fiber of His 
heart in excruciation, He cried 
out, “My God, my God, why hast 
thou forsaken me?” 

It Was a vicarious cross. The 
right-hand cross suffered for it- 
self; the left-hand cross for itself; 
but the middle cross for you. 
When a king was dying, a young 
man cried, “Pour my blood into 
his veins, that he die not.” The 
veins of the young man were 
tapped, and the blood transferred; 
so that the King lived, but the 
young man died. Christ saw the 
race perishing. He cried, “Pour 
my blood into their veins, that 
they die not.” 


My hand is free now because 
Christ’s was crushed. My brow 
is painless now because Christ’s:| 
was torn. My soul escapes be- 


cause Christ’s was bound. I gain 
Heaven because Christ for me en- 
dured the horrors of Hell. When 
the Swiss, Many years ago, were 
contending against their enemies 
standing in solid phalanx, the 
knew not how to break their 
ranks. But one of their heroes 
rushed out in front of his regiment 
and shouted, “Make way for liber- 
ty!” The weapons of the enemy 
were plunged into-his heart, but 
while they were slaying him their 
ranks, of course, were broken, and 
through that gap the Swiss march- 
ed to victory. Christ saw all the 
powers of darkness assailing men. 
He cried out: “Make way for the 
redemption of the world.” All the 
weapons of infernal wrath struck 
Him, but as they struck Him our 
race marched out free. 


To this middle cross, my dying 
hearers, look, that your souls may 
live. I showed you the right-hand 
cross in order that you might see 
what an awful thing it is to be 
unbelieving. I showed you the left- 
hand cross that you might see 
what it is to repent. Now I show 
you the middle cross that you may 
see what Christ has done to save 
your soul. Poets have sung its 
praise, and sculptors have attemp- 
ted to commemorate it in marble, 
and martyrs have clung to it in 
the fire, and Christians dying 
quietly in their beds leaned their 
heads against it. May all our souls 
embrace it with an ecstasy of af- 
fection. 

Lay hold of that cross, oh, dying 
sinner. Everything else will fail 
you. Without a strong grip of that 
you perish. Put your hand on that 
and you are safe, though a world 
swing from beneath your feet. Oh 
that I might engrave on your souls 
ineffaceably the three crosses. And 
that if in your waking moments 
you will not heed, then that in 
your dream tonight you might see 
on the hill back of Jerusalem the 
three spectacles—the right-hand 
cross, showing unbelief and dying 
without Christ, the left-hand 
showing what it is to be pardoned; 


while the central cross pours upon 


your soul the sunburst of Heaven 
as it says, “By all these wounds 
I plead for thy heart. I have loved 
thee with an ‘everlasting love. 
Rivers. cannot quench it. The 
floods cannot drown it!” 


While you look; the right-hand 
cross will fade out of sight; and 
then the left will be gone. Nothing 
will remain but the-middle cross, 
and even that in your dream will 
begin to change until it becomes 
a throne, and the worn :face of 
Calvary will become radiant with 
gladness; and instead of the mad 
mob at the foot of the cross. will 
be a multitude kneeling. And you 
and I will be among them. God 
grant it.

Rome and the Bible 


Our next charge is that Rome 
is HOSTILE to the BIBLE, and both 
prohibits, and when unable to do 
that, discourages the reading of 
the Scriptures among her adher- 
ents. 


Pope Pius VII, in 1816, de- 
nounced Bible Societies as “a 
crafty device by which the very 
foundations of religion are under- 
mined, a pestilence which must be 
remedied and abolished.” The 
authorized Catholic Dictionary re- 
cords, with apparent satisfaction, 
that Leo XII, Pius VIII, and Pius 
IX have likewise, in their turn, 
warned Catholics against the 
Protestant Bible Societies. Leo 
XIII, in 1897, prohibited “all ver- 
sions in any vernacular language 
made by non-Catholics, and spe- 
cially those published by the Bible 
Societies.”’ In the same document, 
he altogether prohibited ‘verna- 
cular versions even by Catholics, 
unless approved by the Holy See 
or published under the vigilant 
care of the bishops, with annota- 
tions.” Rome knows that am open 
Bible, without Notes, spells her 
ruin.

upholds the Confessional, the 
Mass and the priesthood. (Quoted 
in The Indian Christian, Novem- 
ber, 1922). 


(Rev.) Dr. Cahill declared that 
‘he would rather the Catholic 
should read the worst books of im- 
morality than the Protestant Bi- 
ble—that forgery of God’s Word, 
that slander of Christ.’—(Roman 
Catholic Tablet, December 17. 
1852, p. 804). 


“Do you allow your flock to 
read the Bible at all?” said a 
writer in the Contemporary Re- 
view to a friend of his, a parish 
priest. “No, sir, I do not; you for- 
get that I am a physician, not a 
poisoner of souls.”—April, 1894, 
p. 576. 


Rome’s greatest enemy is God's 
Word. Rome’s hostility to the free 
circulation of the Bible is a mat- 
ter of history. Even to this day 
in Roman Catholic countries, the 
Bible is almost unknown, and the 
public burning of Bibles (sent out 
by the Bible Societies) in South 
America is an object lesson how 
she still seeks to hinder the circu- 
lation of God’s own Book when- 
ever she has the power. Bibles 
were burnt in Rome as recently 
as 1923, in the public street. 


Rome’s Blasphemous Claims 


Further, the Church of Rome 
makes BLASPHEMOUS CLAIMS for her 
priests and particularly for the 
Popes of Rome. Pope Pius X ut- 
tered the following words:— 


The Pope is not only the 
representative of Jesus Christ, 
but He is Jesus Christ Himself, 
hidden under the veil of the 
flesh. Does the Pope speak? It 
is Jesus Christ that speaks. 
Does the Pope accord a favor or 
pronounce an anathema? It is 
Jesus Christ who pronounces the 
anathema or accords the favor. 
(Protestant Alliance Magazine, 
March, 1922). 


Further, from the same Maga- 
zine of February, 1922, we read:— 


Our Lord GOD THE POPE.-— 
These words appeared in the 
Roman Canon Law: “To be- 
lieve, that our Lord God the 
Pope’ has not the power to de- 
cree as he is decreed, is to be 
deemed heretical.—Jn the Gloss 
“Katravagantes” of Pope John 
XXII Cum inter, Tit. XIV, Cap. 
Ad Callem Sexti Decretalium, 
Paris, 1685. 


Lorp Gop THE Pope.—Father A. 
Pereira says: “It is quite cer- 
tain that Popes have never ap- 
proved or rejected this title 
‘Lord God the Pope,’ for the 
passage in the gloss referred to 
appears in the edition of the 
Canon Law published in Rome 
in 1580 by Gregory XIII.” 

THE POPE AND GOD THE SAME. 
—Writers on the Canon Law 
say, “The Pope and God are the 
same, so he has all power in 
heaven and earth.” — Barclay 
Cap. XXVII, p. 218. Cities Pe- 
trus Bertrandus, Pius V.—Car- 
dinal Cusa supports his state- 
ment. 

THE POPE, BEING GOD, CANNOT

Her Intermediaries 


The horrible blasphemy of all 
this may well shock the reader. 
Much more evidence of the kind 
is easily produced to show that 
Popes, priests and people of this 
apostate church actually dare to 
claim these preposterous preten- 
sions. 

Not only, as seen above, does 
this apostate church claim for a 
mere man an equality with God, 
but, despite the clear word of 
Scripture: “THERE Is ONE Gop, and 
ONE MEDIATOR between God and 
men, the Man Christ Jesus” (1 
Tim. 2:5), she CLAIMS for a MERE 
WOMAN this POSITION which be- 
longs to Christ alone. 


In “Glories of Mary” by Liguori, 
whose writings at the time of his 
canonization were declared to be 
absolutely free from error, he 
teaches that Mary is not only to 
be appealed to as Advocate and 
Mediator, but actually teaches 
that she is more merciful than 


He who is under the protec- 
tion of Mary will be saved; he 
who is not will be lost ...O 
immaculate Virgin, we are un- 
der thy protection, and there- 
fore we have recourse, to thee 
alone, and we beseech thee to 
prevent thy beloved Son, who 
is irritated by our sins, from 
abandoning us to the power of 
the devil... . Thou (Mary) art 
my only hope. ... Lady in heav- 
en, we have but one advocate, 
and that is thyself, and thou 
alone art truly loving and soli- 
citous for our salvation... My 
Queen and my Advocate with 
thy Son, whom I dare not ap- 


proach (From Judge Fairly, p. 
>). 


With equal truth may it be 

also affirmed that, by the will 
of God, Mary is the interme- 
diary through whom is distri- 
buted unto us this immense 
treasure of mercies gathered by 
God, for mercy and truth were 
created by Jesus Christ. Thus 
as no man goeth to the Father 
but by the Son, so no man goeth 
to Christ but by His Mother. 
Pope’s Encyclical dated 1891, 
as published in the Tablet, Octo- 
ber 10, 1891. (Quoted in The 
Claims of Rome, p. 61). 
We cull the following from an 
excellent article in the Evangeli- 
cal Quarterly, by Dr. W. Graham 
Scroggie, which is very much to 
the point :— 

There is no truth more dear 
to Protestants than that of the 
direct access of the soul to God. 
Yet such a privilege Romanism 
both forbids and denies. Rome 
does not forbid access to God, 
but denies that it can be direct, 
and so introduces a host of in- 
termediaries, chief among whom 
are the Virgin Mary, the de- 
parted Saints, the Officials of 
the Roman Church:. Pope, Car- 
dinals, Bishops, and Priests; not 
to speak of the Mass,-Images, 
and Pictures. 


Such teaching and practice 
are a plain denial of ‘the revealed 


will of God for men; but it is_ 
much worse, for no one can in- — 


voke the Virgin or the Saints 

without investing them with Di- 

vine attributes and putting 

them in the place of God Him- 
self and His Son Jesus Christ. 

That Romanists do this they 
do not deny... 

Never for a moment must we 
allow either the Blessed Virgin, 
or Departed Saints, or Popes, or 
Cardinals, or Bishops, or Priests, 
or Masses, or Images, or Pic- 
tures, or Cardinals, or Tradi- 
tions, or Indulgences, or Sacra- 
ments, or Confessionals, or Mon- 
asteries, or Nunneries, or Pil- 
grimages, or Purgatory to stand 
between our souls and God. The 
prodigal can come straight to 
the Father, and the sinner to 
the Saviour. It is because we 
believe this, experience this, and 
preach this, that we are Prot- 
estants. 

We will now glance briefly at 
three of Rome’s most characteris- 
tic teachings, all of which are in 
direct conflict with the revealed 
will of God in the Scriptures. No 
wonder Rome burns Bibles! 


The Mass 


In the most uncompromising 
language the Roman Catholic 
Church deliberately teaches, de- 
spite the statement of Scripture 
to the contrary, that in the sacri- 
fice of the Mass the priest makes 
a PROPITIATORY SACRIFICE FOR THE 
SINS OF THE PEOPLE. The Scrip- 
ture says:— 

“So Christ was once offered 
to bear the sins of many” (Heb. 
9:28); “But this Man after He 
had offered one sacrifice for 
sins for ever, sat down on the 
right hand of God” (Heb. 10: 
12): “For by one offering He 
hath perfected for ever those 
that are sanctified” (v. 14)—see 
also Hebrews 7:26,27. 


The tremendous significance of 
these passages is, if possible, 
strengthened when we remember 
that the Epistle to the Hebrews 
is the one and only book in Scrip- 
ture that unfolds the glorious. 
work of Christ, as our Great High 
Priest, in the heavenlies. 

Now let us see what Rome 
teaches :— 

The Council of Trent at its 

twenty-second session in A. D. 

1562 had the Mass for its sub-

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ject of consideration, and passed 
a decree containing nine ex- 
planatory chapters, and nine 
canons. 

Pope Pius IV confirmed the 
decree of the Council of Trent 
at the conclusion of their ses- 
sions, and in these words he 
summed up the doctrine of the 
Mass: 

“I profess that in the Mass 
there is offered to God a true, 
proper and propitiatory sacrifice 
for the sins of the living and 
the dead”! 

This same Pope was the auth- 
or. of The Tridentine Canons, 
which contain the following: 

“If any man shall say that in 
the Mass there is not offered 
to God a true and proper sacri- 
fice, let him ‘be accursed.” 
(From The Advent Witness). 
Surely such language brings its 

own curse on the head of him who 


dares to utter it. For Paul the 
Apostle, who was made a minister 
“to fulfil the Word of God” (Col. 


1:25). wrote to the Galatians: “As 
we said before, so say I now again, 
If any man preach any other gos- 
pel unto you than that ye have 
received, let him be accursed” 
(Gal. 1:9). 


The Confessional! 


“It is a significant fact that the 
confessional in the present form 
was not instituted and forced up- 
on the people until after the vow 
of perpetual celibacy was forced 
upon the clergy. It was in A.D. 


1215, during the darkest ages of 
the Church, at the 4th Council of 
Lateran that Pope Innocent III 


made auricular confession an ar- 
ticle of faith in the Church of 
Rome. This fact is conclusive 
proof not only of the worthless- 
ness of the institution, but of its 
evils and dangers.’’* 

And yet the result of not using 
the confessional is taught to De 
eternal punishment! 

In Catholic Dogma, by Father 
Mueller, C.S.S.R., the following 
catechism is found on p. 67:— 
~-- @. Are Protestants willing to 

confess their sins to a Catholic 

bishop or priest, who alone has 
power from Christ to forgive 
sins? 

A. No, for they generally have 
an aversion to confession, and 
therefore their sins will not be 
forgiven them throughout all 
eternity. 

@. What follows from this? 

A. That they die in their sins 
and are damned. 

The dangers of the Confessional 
to the priest are widely acknow- 
fedged by Catholic dignitaries 
themselves. Liguori says:— 

Oh, how many confessors have 
lost their own souls and those 
of their penitents on account of 
some negligence in hearing con- 
fession of women! ... Oh, how 
many priests who before were 
innocent of similar transactions 
which began in the spirit (what 
spirit?—Ed.) have lost God and 
their own souls.’’+ 
Who is to blame? Why, obvious- 

ly the system that compels cele- 
bate priests to hear confession 
from women, young and old. Give 
ear to what an ex-priest has to 
say of how a priest is prepared 
for the confessional :‘— 

The most shameless libertines 
could not read without blushing 
the filth which is contained in 
the books of moral theology; 
and it is upon these books that 
the education of the young cler- 
gy in the seminaries is founded 

.. after four years devoted to 
the study of all possible and 
imaginary indecencies what wiil 
be their conduct, when, in the 
flower of youth, they find them- 
selves all alone with a beauti- 
ful girl, with a young bride who 
lays open her heart, and en- 
trusts such youths with all her 
weaknesses? Unhappy victims 
of the Confessional! It is for 
you to answer.7; 


And what shall be said for their 
methods, learned from their text- 
books? Here is a sample:— 


The prudent Confessor wil!

endeavor, as much as possible, to]. . 


induce his (the penitent’s) con- 
fidence by kind words, and then 
proceed from general to particu- 
lar questions—from less shame- 
ful to more shameful things: 
not beginning from external 
acts, but from thoughts, such 
as, Has not the penitent been 
troubled, inadvertently as _ it 
were, with improper cogita- 
tions? Of what kind was the 
thought indulged? Did he ex- 
perience any unlawful sensa- 
tions?= And so on... 

Good Confessors, says Liguori, 
begin to investigate the cause 
and seriousness of the disease 
by interrogating concerning the 
habit of sinning—the occasion— 


the time—the place—the per- 
sons with whom—the combina- 
tion of circumstances (Prax. 


Conf. 6). 
Is it surprising that confessional 


boxes have been called “spider 
parlors full of senseless flies,” 
“priestly spider dens,” “sinks of 


iniquity’? 
We again make use of Dr. 
Scroggie’s article :— 


Purgatory 
The Doctrine of Purgatory, 
for which there is in Scripture 
not the slightest warrant, is one 
of the most abhorrent doctrines 
of the Roman Church. 


The priest, summoned to the 
bed of a dying man, administers 
to him extreme wunction, and 
solemnly pronounces full and 
final absolution; and yet, after 
the man is dead, money is cruel- 
ly extracted from his mourning 
relatives and friends to pay for 
masses to be said in order to 
shorten the period of his tor- 
ment in purgatory. 

Anything more utterly ab- 
surd and wicked could not be 
imagined. How different is the 
Protestant teaching, that at 
death the spirit of the believer, 
relying entirely on the merits 
of Christ, goes immediately into 
the Divine Presence, and is for 
ever with the Lord. 


Paul declares that to depart 
is to be with Christ, which is far 
better: A Voice from Heaven 
says, “Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord;” and the 
Master Himself says to the 
faithful servant, “Well done, en- 
ter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord.” 


We will now give the oath 
which all converts to the Roman 
Catholic Church have to take:— 


I (name), having before my 
eyes the Holy Gospels, which I 
touch with my hand, and know- 
ing that no one can be saved 
without that faith which the 
Holy, Catholic, Apostolic, Ro- 
man Church holds, believes and 
teaches: against which I grieve 
that I have greatly erred, inas- 
much as I have held and be- 
lieved doctrines opposed to her 
teaching; 

I now, by the help of God’s 
grace, profess that I believe the 
Holy, Catholic, Apostolic, Ro- 
man Church, to be the only true 
Church established on earth by 
Jesus Christ, to which I 
mit myself with my whole heart. 
I firmly believe all the articles 
which she proposes to my be- 
lief, and I reject and condemn 
all that she rejects and con- 
demns, and I am ready to ob- 
serve all that she commands me.

. working of miracles ... pro- 
phecy ... discerning of spirits... 
divers kinds of tongues... inter- 
pretation of tongues.” Prophecy 
is here named as a gift of the 
Spirit. And it is obviously clear 
that the gift of prophecy was evi- 
dent at Pentecost. Peter said, “But 
this is that which was spoken by 
the prophet Joel; it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, I 
will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and 


And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and they 
shall prophesy” (Acts 2:16-18). 
This is Peter’s own explanation of 
what happened at Pentecost. He 
said that Joel chapter two was 
being fulfilled, in the pouring 
out of the Spirit and people 
prophesying. So the gift of proph- 
esy was there; and one has 
no right to say that the gift 
of tongues was not there, too. 


You think I Corinthians 14:28 
teaches that the gift of tongues 
must be interpreted. But that is 
not what Paul said and not what 
he meant. He said foreign lan- 
guages, spoken to those who do 
not understand the foreign lan- 
guages, must be interpreted. Paul 
said nothing there about a gift 
of tongues. 


V. Paul Spoke A Foreign 
Language (Koine Greek) 
More Than All at Corinth 


You call attention to what Paul 
said, “I thank my God, I speak 
with tongues more than ye all” 
(I Cor. 14:18). But again you have 
jumped to the conclusion that 
Paul was speaking about a gift 
of tongues, when he did not say 
so. Actually what Paul said was 
“I speak in foreign languages 
more than you all.” Or in the 
Greek it is singular; so what he 
was really saying was, “I speak 
more in a foreign language than 
you all.” Paul went all over the 
Roman Empire and preached in 
koine Greek, and was understood. 
It was a foreign language to Paul, 
a Jew, but he used it everywhere 
to preach. He did not need an in- 
terpreter, since Greek was used 
over the Roman Empire, as well 
as Latin. Paul never claimed to 
have the gift of tongues, nor is 


in the Bible where he talked in 
tongues as a miraeulous gift from 
God. 


VI. Two Principal Mistakes of 
Modern Pentecostal Doctrine 


Dear brother, I will not go 
further into your letter. I have 
no doubt you are an honest, good 
man, you love the Lord, you be- 
lieve the Bible, you want to win 
souls. I appreciated your kindly 
spirit in writing to me. I assure 
you that I am as eager to know 
all the truth of God as you are; 


him that he should shut up the 
Book that is leading him astray. 
But he perseveres; he abandons 
the communion of the Church of 
Rome—that is, as it is common- 
ly expressed, the errors of the 
Church—and becomes Protestant. 
(See Isaacson’s “Road from 
Rome,’ page 248). 


Space forbids us to say any- 
thing of the debasing and. immoral 
practices of Praying for the Dead, 
of Rome’s cruel treatment of 
“Heretics,” of her belief that un- 
baptized infants go straight to Heil, 
of the immoral and blasphemous 
sale of Indulgences, etc., etc., all 
of which form part of her propa- 
ganda, and are utterly contrary to 
the express teaching of Holy Writ. 

Yet there are some “Protestants” 
who are seeking union with Rome!! 


Dr. Scroggie has well said: 
“Rome, too, wants a_ reunited 
Christendom, but only by the capi- 
tulation of all the Churches to her- 
self. The fox has no objection to 
the geese, provided they are all in- 
side her. But a re-united Christen- 
dom on these terms would be the 
greatest blunder and crime in the 
history of religion.”

Should One Talk in Tongues? 


your old men shall dream dreams: | 


there a single instance recorded | 


and I long ago went into this 
whole matter of tongues thor- 
oughly, prayerfully, with a study 
of all the available, worthwhile 
material on the subject, and then 
literally years of searching in the 
Word-of God. And I was willing 
to have, and anxious to have, 
everything God had for me. 


But unfortunately, those of the 
Pentecostal movement who teach 
that speaking in tongues is the 
sign of the baptism of the Holy 
Spirit, or the evidence of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Spirit, or the 
initial evidence, have formed a 
doctrine without a_= scriptural 
basis. I call your attention to some 
remarkable and challenging facts. 


1. The Bible does not mention 
one time that speaking in tongues 
is the Bible evidence of the full- 
ness of the Spirit, or the baptism 
of the Spirit. That belief is a doc- 
trine not based on any statement 
of God’s Word. 


2. Most of the teachings of 
Pentecostal. people about speak- 
ing in tongues are taken from a 
misunderstanding of I Corinthians 
14. Here the heresy that Paul re- 
bukes, by divine inspiration, Pen- 
tecostalists pattern after; but they 
apply these teachings about na- 
tural languages, foreign languages 
spoken to those who did not un- 
derstand them, at Corinth, to the 
gift of tongues. The Bible does 
not say, does not even imply, that 
these people at Corinth had the 
gift of tongues. I insist they did 
not have the gift of tongues. 
There is not any case in the Bible 
where people had power to work 
miracles, and the miracles were 
wrongly used. God would with- 
draw His power before He would 
let it be used, miraculously, in a 
sinful way. But what Paul re- 
buked at Corinth was wrong and 
sinful, the result of carnal pride 
and sometimes perhaps of ignor- 
ance. To teach that a gift of 
tongues is given so people can edi- 
fy themselves, that Paul had a 
gift of tongues, that the gift of 
tongues has to have an interpreter, 
that the man who speaks with 
the gift of tongues does not under- 
stand what he says, that those 
who hear him do not understand 
what he says, except for the gift 
of interpretation—all that is doc- 


trine wholly unsupported from the 
Scriptures, because the Bible does 
not say that the people at Corinth 
had a gift of tongues and were 
overworking a gift of tongues 
and causing confusion and trouble 
by their misuse of a miraculous 
gift. They did not have a miracu- 
lous gift. The gift of tongues is 
not given to edify the one who 
talks. The gift of tongues does 
not mean that one talks a lan- 
guage without understanding it, 
or that it is addressed to people 
who do not understand it. 

The plain truth is that all of 
the Bible does not have as much 
about speaking in tongues as your 
letter to me has. It is the last and 
least of the gifts: Paul minimizes 
it. He plainly says he would rather 
speak five words in a known lan- 
guage than ten thousand words in 
an unknown tongue. And here 
Paul is speaking about what the 
people at Corinth had (though it 
was not the gift of tongues). 

Now why not you and I agree 


to take Acts 1:8 as our motto, . 


and insist that Christians shall 
have the power of God on soul- 
winning effort, instead of insist- 
ing that Christians shall speak 
with tongues, as a sign of the 
fullness of the Spirit? 


I thank you for your good let- 
ter; and I trust you will read my 
answer in the same kindly and 
brotherly attitude of heart with 
which I write it. 


You say to me, “I sincerely trust 
that you will approach this sub- 
ject honestly, with an open mind 
and willingness to accept the 
scriptural truth on this matter, 
even if it requires that you must 
alter your previous position.” 

May I earnestly hope that you 
adopt the same attitude? I believe 
that I do approach the subject 
with an open heart and that will- 
ingness to find the truth and fole- 
low it at any cost.
